There are many arguments in 
favor of fertilizing aside from 
the increased yield, the stro n g ­ 
est of which is that the cotton 
comes up to a better ard more 
uniform stand, grows off faster 
and matures so much earlier 
that it escapes a great deal of 
injury from the weevil. 
Mr. Janes also doubled the 
yield of his corn by using $1.10 
worth of fertilizer to the acre. 
On his Government Demonstra­ 
tion plat where he put his corn 
rows 8 feet apart with arow of 
peanuts between and fertilized 
the corn, he is maxing more 
good corn than on the best of 
his other crop where the rows 
are only four feet apart, and he 
has something like twenty bush- 


acre. 
There is a fine demand for the 
little nuts as well as the hay,and 
both are fine for feed, especially 
for fattening hogs. 
The peanuts is a profitable 
crop 
whether 
the 
nuts are 
threshed and marketed, and the 
hay baled, or whether nuts and 
hay are fed together. 
Hogs fattened on peanuts will 
bring a higher price than those 
fattened otherwise.and the meat 
is said to be a better flavor.

The Jew s, as a nation, fail­ 
ed to live up to the com m andm ents of 
the Lord, and their sins had about 
come to the full, when John, the Bap­ 
tist. came to prepare the people for the 
advent of the Messiah, the Savior.

preached rejientance and ba (it ism for 
the remission of sin. 
This message 
was to the individual, and not to the 
nation, as the nation had already been 
baptized. 
But now n greater than 
Moses had come (Deuteronomy xviii, 
15), Christ; and these Jew s who had 
been baptized, were transferred from 
Moses into Christ by faith in the Lord 
Jesus us their Deliverer. 
Thus, the 
Jew s were baptized in w ater before 
they could be memliers of the Church 
of Christ. 
Not so with the Gentiles. 
They must lie immersed In w ater after 
they become members of the Church. 
This is very evident from the experi­ 
ences of Cornelius, the first Gentile 
convert. He heard Hie message o f sal­ 
vation and believed with all his heart; 
and the holy spirit came upon him, 
which was the sure evidence of his ac­ 
ceptance Into the Church.
